Memorauduen by Sir E. Hertslet on Messrs, Bowker's Letter of December 18, 1884 


ON the 27th November, 1879, Messrs. Bowker and Co, wrote to this Oifice to say 
that, on the 19th August preceding, they had written to Her Majesty's Consul at 
Mogador respecting money in his hands in which they were interested, but that 
they could obtain no reply. 

Acting Consul Johnston, on being called upon to furnish an explanation, stated that, 
although he had not, for reasons which he assigned, answered Messrs. Bowker's first 
letter, he hind answered a second one, dated the 26th November. 

Messrs. Bowker, however, assured Lord Salisbury that they had never received it, 
and Acting Consul Johnston was, in consequence, instructed to send a copy of it to this 
Ottice, which he did; and as it refers to Mr. James Curtis’ claim against the Moorish 
Government referred to in Messrs. Bowker’s present letter, it ix sent herewith. (No. 4, 
March 5, 1880.) 

It is not at all clear from Messrs. Bowker’s statement what thix claim is all about ; 
but, as far as T ean gather from the papers, it arose out of some commercial speculations 
at Shs, for in June 1881 Messrs. McNaught and Co, wrote to this Office to inquire whether 
the province of Sts was recognized by Her Majesty's Government as being included 
within the boundaries of Morocco, and whether Her Majesty's Government would 
protect a British trading station, if opened there, against the interference of the Sultan, 
when they were informed (2ist’July) that the houndary of Morocco, as understood by 
Her Majesty's Government, extended along the coast of the Atlantic ax far south as 
Wady Draa, about a day’s journey south of Wadnoon. 

iis letter appears to have been shown to Mr. J. Curtis, for on the 26th October 
following he wrote to Lord Granville to say he “was astounded” when Messrs.

McNaught showed him the letter from this Office of the 21st July concerning the country 
of Sis. He then asked for explanations on certain points, and as the present application 
Telates no doubt to the same subject, it may be as well to quote from his letter somewhat, 
fally. He said F 

“The first is, that when the Sultan of Morocco appointed the Commission to 
examine into and settle by compromise all claims fur debts due to foreign subjects by 
his own subjects, the Commissioners met at Tangier and examined the proofs of debts in 
‘a desultory manner during a period of four years, i.e., from 1876 to 1879, the comy 
mises effected ranging from 5 per cent. to 38 per cent.; but they utterly refused to 
‘entertain or examine any claims made upon Sis people, under the plea that the proofs 
‘were drawn by Moors residing in districts over which the Sultan had no jurisdiction, I 
myself hold letters to this effect, written by Her Majesty's Consul of Mogador, combined 
with one from the Private Secretary of our Ambassador at Tangier, who I hind asked to 
act for me to arrange my claims with the Commissioners, 

“The second fact is that when the Spanish Government, in 1879, demanded of the 
‘Moorish Gevernment the fulilment of the VIIIth Article of their Treaty of Peace, i, the 
Port called Santa Cruz de Mar Pequesa, which is supposed to lie south of Santa Cruz 
‘Agadir, the Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs, when asked in the Cortes what reply 
had been received from the Sultan of Morocco, stated, and it was fully reported in the 
“Gibraltar Chronicle,” the “Gibraltar Guardian,” as well as all the Spanish papers, 
that the reply was, in short, that as Sis was not under the ion of the Sultan, he 
could not grant to Spain’ a port on the coast of a cou il not belong 


T should, therefore, feel much obliged if you could inform me how it is that Her 
Majesty's Government still understand that Sts is under the jurisdiction of the Snltan 
of Morocco, when he and his Ministers have stated the contrary, not only to the 
Spanish Government, but to the foreign merchants residing in Moroceo 

In reply to these inquiries, Mr. Curtis was simply informed that the d 
question of the southern boundary of Moroceo was founded upon the inforn

‘A Commissioner named Cid Mohamed ‘Caher-el-Gerary was dispatched by the 
Sultan to Demat, to inquire into the charges put forward against the Governor by the 
deputation of Jews sent from Demnat to Tangier, and to the Shereefian Court, and he 
‘was directed to read to the Jews an Edict of the Sultan, in which I am told orders were 
iven by His Shereefian Majesty that the Governor should desist from levying irregular 
Contributions upon, and exacting forved labour from, the Jews. 

‘On the 10th iiltimo, having received a report from the Acting British Vice-Consul 
at Daralbaida, regarding an outrage committed on the Agent of the Inte British 
Vice-Constl, Mr. Lapecn, by the dependants of the Governor of Demnat, I addressed « 
letter to the Acting Minister for Foreign Affairs, Hadj Mohamed Torres, of whieh T 
inclose a translation, requiring that an indemnity should be given for the losses of the 
British subject, from the seizure of his property, and that the Governor of Demnat 
should be dismissed. ‘This letter was transmitted by Hadj Mohamed Torres to the 
Court, but erosseil, en route, a letter addressed to me by the Vizir, on the 20th ultimo, 
transmitting copies of letters from the Commissioner, Gerars, the Governor of Demnat, 
and of a document containing notarial evidence of witnesses, in which it is declared that 
the Jewish brethren of the deputation sent to Tangier and Fez to complain of the 
Goreraee of Desaat hd after the lecture of Sultan's Decree, by the Commisionet 
Gerary, indulged in opprobrious langnage respecting the Moorish Government, and bad 
ee et eeaied he Mabommedsase The Vis further informa te Uhat tbe Salen 
sas bon to ge orders that these Jems as alo tho members of the deputation, should 
be imprisoned. I inelose a translation of the Vizir’s letter. 

Ido not transmit translations of the three documents referred to, as the pith of 
these is contained in the Vizir'’s letter. 

Having learnt from the Tali , M. Scovasso, that he had received 
a similar communication from the Vizir, and as we are both convinced that the Sultan 
‘and his Ministers have been deceived, or have wilfully allowed themselves to be misled 
by the Governor of Demnat, who by menace or bribery has induced the Commissioner 
and others to give evidence, that the abject and defenceless Jews of Demnat had, 
‘on hearing the reading of the Sultan's benevolent Decree, acted in the extraordinary 
and outrageous manner described, we agreed to address the Vizir replies of an identic 
‘character, and to inform him that the accusation made against the Jews of Demnat 

(1) D 
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‘of having abused the Government and of having stoned the Mussulmans, sufficed to 
satisfy us that the evidence produced bad been obtained by the Governor through 
menace or bribery, and that we were extremely surprised that the Vizir should have 
accepted such evidence as being worthy of credence. 

‘We again appeal to the Sultan, through the Vizir, that justice should be done to 
his unfortunate Jewish subjects, and that the Governor should be punished on account 
of his tyrannical acts and disobedience to the Sultan’s orders. I require also that an 
indemnity should be given to the Agent of the British subject upon whom the outrage 
hhad been committed by the dependants of the Governor of Demnat. 

Thave the honour to inclose a translation of my reply to the Vizir. 

Your Lordship will learn from this letter that I have requested a Moorish friend, 
Cid Boobekir El Khanjowy, who has been employed by me successfully on previous 
occasions in obtaining justice for Jews in the interior. He resides at the city of 
Morocco, which is about a day's journey from Demnat. Boobekir is a man of 
‘considerable wealth, and is held in high esteem by the Sultan and his Ministers. 
‘expect that he will be enabled to give an unbiassed account of what has occurred, as he 
‘has no eause to apprehend the vengeance of the Governor.

I shall transmit to your Lordship a translation of Vizir’s reply when it is received.

‘Though I am of opinion, as I have stated, that the Jews of Demnat have been 
cruelly treated by the Governor, and deserve commiseration and the interest which has 
been taken in their bebalf, I think it my duty to make known to your Lordship that the 
Jews in this country, especially those who dwell at the capitals of Fez and Mequinez, 
‘and who receive protection from the French and other representatives have, by their 
usurious and fraudulent practices, produced the most intense feeling of hatred on the 
part of the Mabommedan population towards their race. Tam told that vengeance is 
‘vowed when a fitting opportunity presents itself, either by a revolution or disturbance of 
‘the peace, from a rupture of relations with some foreign Government. 

‘These protected Jews have, I am assured, on various occasions presented false 
claims for debts to a large amount drawn up through bribery by Mahommedan notaries 
against wealthy Mahommedans. Other documents have been presented by the French 
Legation of claims for debts of protected Jews in which Tam told the names of the 
original creditors, who sold these documents to their present possessors, have been 
eraped out and the names of protected persons inserted--in face, forgeries. I have 
been informed confidentially by several Mahommedans, high in office, that the revengeful 
feelings of the Mahommedans at Fez against the Jews are raised to the highest piteb, and 
that at any toment a massaere and plage inthe Jewish quarter might take place when 
the Sultan is not residing at the capital. have frequently requested the Jewish Elders 
at Tangier to warn thelr brothren against theve mualpractices’ I have pointed out to 
them the unpopularity and persecution of Jews even in civilized countries on account of 
accusations made against them of usury, which has brought them into detestation. 

Trregular protection afforded in ‘this country by foreign represent is 
bottom of the evil, and the practice of foreign Legations and Consulates insisting uj 
the settlement of claims for debts against Mahommedans, without admitting an impartial 
inquiry before payment is demanded 

Te would not perhaps be advisable to communicate to Baron de Worms or other 
members of the Anglo-Jewish Association, the language I have held in this despateh 

ing the action of some of the foreign representatives in supporting fraud 
claims, but it might have a beneficial effect upon the minds of the Jewish Elders of 
‘Morocco, who may be in communication with the Anglo-Jewish Association, if the latter 
‘were to warn them of the great danger both as regards life and property, to which the 
Jews of this country may at any time be exposed, if a check is not put upon the 
nefarious practices of their brethren who enjoy protection and obtain through forcign 
representatives the liquidation of claims of a fault or of an usurious cl

He says his task will be a difficult 
‘one, as some of the Jews are partizans of the Governor, and many persons have mixed 
themselves up in this affair, who may be bribed to give evidence for or against the 
Governor as may suit their inclination, He hopes, however, to be able to collect reliable 
information, and under any circumstances he will seek to allay the excitement that. has 
been produced amongst both the Jewish and the Mahommedan population, 

id Bubeker st that, should the Sultan not remove the Governor of Demnat, 
I should recommend that the Jews be placed under another authority. He says that the 
Jews of Shragna, a district situated in the neighbourhood of Demnat, and the city of 
Morocco, had also complained of ill-treatment and injustice on the part of their Governor, 
and the Sultan had appoi inted the Basha of Morocco to govern them, that the Jews of 
Saffi having also complained of the conduct of the Governor of that port, His Shereefian

‘The Ttalian Minister, who from the commencement had taken an active parton 
behalf of the Jews of Demnat, and had received a letter from the Vizier assuring him 
that if the deputation would proceed to the Court, the Sultan would give a hearing to all 
they had to submit, and would issue stringent orders that would prevent their persecution 
hereafter, informs me that the deputation of Jews have got into bad hands here, and 
have been recommended not to return until they reecive a large indemnity on account of. 
their alleged ill-treatment, Mr. Meakin, a Moorish subject named Benatweel, now a 
naturalized American citizen, acting as it is supposed under instructions from the United 
States" Consul, and Levy Cohen, editor of the “Réveil du Maroc,” have given 
advice.

WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship's letters of the 
29th and 31st ultimo, the former inclosing extracts from a despatch from Her Britannic 
‘Majesty's Minister in Morocco upon the subject of the persecution of the Jews of 
Demnat, We have to offer our warmest thanks to your Lordship for the prompt and 
humane action you bave taken in this matter. 

Since we addressed your Lordship concerning the Jews of Dewnat their situation 
has been greatly aggravated. This is shown in a letter of which we beg to inclose a 
copy. We have also received other trustworthy communications which show that Jewi 
omen of Demnat have been violated, men tortured, and property pillaged or destroyed. 
No mercy has been shown to age or sex, and the Sanctuary itself has failed to protect the 
‘unfortunate victims from the savage attacks of their tormentors. Letters received from 
all sides confirm us in the belief that neither life nor property will be safe in Demnat 
unless the Governor he removed. We therefore earnestly pray your Lordship to instruct 
Her Britannic Majesty's Minister in Morocco to renew the demand he bas already: made 

(as appears from his despatch of the 10th January) for the immediate dismissal of the 
jovernor and his replacement by a just and humane successor, 

We need not say that every respectable member of the Jewish community here and 
elsewhere would deplore and deprecate, in the strongest possible terms, such practices as 
form the subject of Sir John Drummond Hay's observations, and we have put ourselves 
in communication with the Jewish communities of Fez and Mequinez, as well as with t 
of Tangier, urging them that they should admonish their brethren to abandon the evil 
practices referred to by your Lordship.

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‘only favourable place on the coast for the establishment of an extensive port, surrounded 
as itis bya nd productive country, was not also included in its zone of operations, 
as farther on will be seen the impossibility of ereating commercial centres elsewhere on the 
coast, excepting perhaps the making of solid quays or moles were loading and unloading 
perations during fine weather, or when the sais not too rough, may be cartied on, but 
these obstacles are not met with at Agadir. ‘The magnificent bay with which nature has 
endowed this place, and its excellent holding noo, with extensive plains surrounding 
it, are a combination of advantages rarely encountered in one place.

Agadir is defended by a castle or citadel 210 metres above the sea, placed on the 
cape which forms the entrance to its harbour, and protecting the waters which wash that 
line of coast.

A first impression of ent to convince any one of the impossibility 
of effecting works there of any kind. ‘country, known by the name of the White 
Plain, is nothing more than an extensive line of sand along the sea-shore; there is 
nothing to relieve the eye throughout this immense collection of dunes, or sandhills, 
OF anpthing affording the slightest shelter or projecting land of any sort. It is am 
jinmense melancholy, monotonous plain with dunes, or sand-hills, of considerable height, 
without a single stone or shrub anywhere to be seen, ‘The Commission has thus far 
carried out the orders intrusted to it. 

‘As already stated, a jetty or quay could he constructed at Sidi-Mohammet or at 
‘Assaka, but preference should be given to the first place, seeing that the shelter offered 
there by the capes is greater than at the last place, although Sidi-Mohammet would 
require a longer jetty. Another circumstance favouring this place is that, while con- 
Siderable expenses would be necessary for dredzing purposes at Assaka, none would be

required at Sidi-Mobammet. To this may be added that Sidi-Molammet is surrounded 
Tyra fertile and productive country, while Assaka is situated at the entrance of the 
Alscert and about 15 miles from the nearest inhabited places. Under these circumstances, 
{he Commission considers that Sidi-Mohammet Ben-Abdullah is the only possible 
locality where works can be effected.

This patch of ground so accepted, measuring about 160 metres, is not the whole 
piece claimed by the Church, which measured about 220. It includes, moreover, the 
Triangular piece immediately adjoining the Church ground, also mentioned in Mr. Reade’s 
despatch of the 6th May, 1884, measuring about 50 metres, which is now admitted by 
MM. Roquerol to belong to the Church as part of the ground granted by the Tunisian 
Government for the erection of an English Protestant placo of worship, and which he is 
now disposed to substitute by an additional piece of ground having the same measure~ 
ment, "M, Roquerol, however, will not do this before settling his difficulties with his 
immediate sellers, and on condition that the Church should pay him one-half of its value 
(401) if this arrangement is accepted, or else that he should pay the Churel that sum if 
it is not. 

Kev. Reichardt had already decided some time ago to accept the offer made by the 
two Mohammedan gentlemen above mentioned, considering that in the absence of a title= 
ced he had no other option, He delayed, however, doing this, as he hoped to have the 
‘question about the triangular piece seitled before finally accepting ; but inasinuch as he 
ia reasons to belive that intrigues were going on to deprive the Church of the piece of 
round so offered to the same altogether, he made up his mind to accept it at onee, con= 
Sacring that it would always be an advantage for the same to own it, upon which a part

CONSIDERABLE excitement has been created here by an incident reported from 
Alhncemas, an island off the coast, of Morocco, belonging to Spain, and used by the 
Spanish Government as a “‘presidio” or penal settlement, 

‘The particulars of the incident are as follows. 

The mainland facing Alhucemas, on which the place depends for its provisions, ix 
geewpied by two Arab or Kabyle tribes, the Bocayn and the Benibarriga, the form 
friendly, the latter hostile to the Spaniards, A week or so ago a Moor of the Boca: 
tribe was robbed by the Benil of a boat which had been lent him by the Spanish. 
authorities to enable him to bring victuals to their market. 

‘The Governor of Alhucemas, to whom the man applied for redress, had recourse to 
tthe method habitually adopted by the Spaniards for perfeying with the Benibariags, that 
of hoisting a white flag from the walls of the fortress. ‘The signal was instantly answered 
by the Arabs, a body of whom, under their Chief, the Kaid El-Sisian, proceeded to the 
beach to meet the officer sent from the Settlement. The latter explained to the Kaid 
that the boat which his tribesmen had seized belonged to the Spaniards; and it wa 
arranged that it should be restored to themon the following day. Next day accordingly, 
a Spanish Adjutant, with an interpreter, and a crew of six sailors, rowed over from 
‘Alhucemas to claim it. ‘They were reccived with every mark of friendship by Sisian, who 
‘expressed his desire to confer with the Governor. The latter, on informed of this 
at once crossed over, but scarcely had he set his foot on the beach when 300 Moors, who 
had been placed in ambush in a neighbouring cave, rushed out, armed with labs and 
rifles, and attacked tho Spaniards. " The Governor was injured, bat not seriously, several 
sailors were wounded, and the party escaped with some trouble to their boat amidst a

shower of stones. The Kaid not only did nothing to restrain his followers, but even 
appeared, it is stated, to be a pleased spectator of the scene. 

‘The incident above described has evoked strong comments from the press of all 
partes, which demands that, prompt satisfaction aball ‘be exacted from the Mocrish 

jovernment for this outrage to the flag of Spain. 

Questions were asked on the subject yesterday in both Houses. Tn the Senate the 
Minister of War, in reply to Count Rascon, late Spanish Representative at Coustanti- 
nople, declared that the newspaper reports of the affair had been officially confirmed, and 
that the Governor of Alhucemas had been dismissed for having been entrapped into 
leaving the fortress. 

Tn the Chamber of Deputies Don Francisco Silvela informed Sefior Daban that 
orders had been sent to the Spanish Legation at Tangier to bring the matter to the 
notice of the Moorish Government. Sefior Daban replied that this answer could not 
sstlty the Howe, Communications betwen Tangier end Alhucomas roo ow, andi 

be simpler to send a man-of-war from one of the Mediterranean ports to exact 
reparation on the spot.

Except at Tangier, measures are rarely taken to cleanse the prisons; they are 
generally deseribed as being filthy in the extreme. : 7 

‘The Consular officers inform me that they have made, as directed, officious and 
friendly representations to the Governors at their respective residences, and that their 
‘observations and remonstrances were taken generally in ood part, and assurances were 
given that hetter attention would be paid to the cleansing of the prisons, and the 
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remoral of fetters from debtors, but that bread could not be provided for the poorer 
<class of prisoners without special orders from the Sultan, 

Under these circumstances, I have addressed a letter to the Vizier, of which 
transmit a translation. I have not thought it advisable to resort to language of a more 
decided character, for it is in the cause of humanity and not of British interests that Her 
‘Majesty's Government bas officiously intervened. Moreover, if an attempt was made to

T mentioned to my colleagues of France, Germany, and Italy the steps I had taken,

Since the receipt of instructions from Her Majesty's Government, I had directed 
British Consular officers at the Moorish ports to address themselves in’an officious and 
friendly mannet to the Governors at their respective residences, with the view of ota 
some initigation of the evils complained of.

They replied distinctly that no women had been violated ; that one 
woman named Freba Bint Moses-el-Baz, in the tumult that had taken when the 
Jews fled to the sanctuary, had been beaten, thrown down, and so severely injured that 
she died from the ill-treatment she had received ; and that a Jew named’ Isaac Cohen, 

mi whom fetters had been placed, when in sanetuary, by the brutal soldiers of the 

ernor, had died from the effects of having been struck’ with the irons when he resisted 
their being placed on his legs. ‘The irons cut some veins, and he died from loss of blood. 
‘This was an act of horrid brutality; but it ought hardly to create surprise that two 
unfortunate Jews have been thas murdered in this barbarous country, when we have read 
the frightful accounts of what took place in Russia and Hungary, of wholesale slaughter, 
violence, and robbery. 

Your Lordship will have learnt from my despatch No. 24 of this date the reasons 
why I have not thought it advisable to continue to insist on the removal of the Governor 
‘of Demnat on account of the outrage and robbery alleged to have been committed on 
Abithol, the Jewish agent of a British subject. ‘The story of Abitbol is declared to be 
false. 

‘The French and Italian Ministers are also of opinion that the demand for the 
removal of the Governor should not be made, as it might be prejudicial to the interests 
of the Jews.

WITH reference to your Loriship's despatch No. 11 of the Sth instant, and to that 
which I addressed your Lordship this day (No. 22),1 have the honour to inform your 
Lordship that I have received from Cid Bubeker, the Commissioner appointed by the 
Sultan to make an inquiry at Demnat, into the accusation preferred by the Jews against 
the Governor, a detailed account of his proceedings, and a copy of his long Report to the 
Sultan, and of his correspondence with the Vizier and with the Governor of Demnat. 

‘As T have only one assistant in the Chancery, and as these documents contain 
vowards of fifty pages folio writing, will not transmit them unless called for by your 
Lordship, but I inclose translations of the following documents: 

Letter from Vizier, dated the 9th March, 1885, informing me that the Sultan 
requests that T induce the Jewish deputation now at Tangier to return to Demnat, and 
ssiving assurances that they will be well treated, 

‘Translation of the instructions sent by the Vizier to Cid Bubeker, on his appoint~ 
ment by the Sultan as Commissioner, showing that His Shereefian Majesty was desirous 
to learn the trath. 

Translation of a letter from two of the Chief Rabbis of the city of Morocco, 
thanking me for having sent Cid Bubeker to Demnat. 

‘Translation of a letter from a Jew liberated from prison at Demnat by Cid Bubeker 
thanking the Italian Minister and myself. 

‘Translation of Edict of Sultan regarding treatment of Jews. 

1 will now attempt to give a compendious narrative of the proceedings of Cid 
Bubeker, gathered from his Reports to the Sultan, to the Vizier, and to myself. 

‘On ‘Bubsker’s arrival at Denanat le had interviews with the Governor and the 
Jewish comminity. He brought about a reconciliation between them, and obtained 
liberation of Jews who had been imprisoned. The Governor en; to act justly towards 
the Jews, and the latter to pay taxes and other regular contributions to the Govern— 
ment, 
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‘The origin of the dispate between the Governor and the Jews was, that the Jewish 
Yaoners had objected to deliver to the local authorities the skins required of them 
to the established usage. ‘The plea put forward by the tanners for the 
non-delivery of the skins was, that the officer appointed to pay their value did not do so. 
‘he Jews had led the Governor to believe that they were protected, and resisted 
yyment of the established contributions for night guards, &c. ‘The Governor on 
iscovering that they had not foreign protection indulged in acts of violenee, imprisoning 
and ill-treating them. 

‘The Moors in Demoat and neighbouring county leaming that the Governor no 
longer protected the Jews, confiscated movable and immovable property mortzazed in 
their hands by the Jews, and some shops were robbed. 

The Jews sent a deputation to the Sult vised by the Ttalian Minister, 
to complain of the Governor, and also a deputation to Tangier. 

‘Two officials of high rank were dispatched by the Sultan to Demnat to investigate 
the complaint, and to convey a Shereefian Decree to the Governor regarding the 
privileges which Jews were to enjoy. 

On arrival of the Commissioners at Demnat the Jews were enjoined to leave 
the Sanctuary to hear the lecture of the Decree. A tumult arose in consequence of its 
having been alleged that some Jews had made use of opprobrious expressions 
regarding the Governor. A few of the Jews who had taken an active part in favour of 
the Governor were stoned by their coreligionsts, and some stones, struck and injured 
Mohammedans, though Cid Bubeker declares they were not purposely east at the latter. 
‘A number of Jews fled to the Sanctuary. A woman and a man died from injuries 
received from the bratality of the Governor's dependents. 

‘The Jewish partisans of the Governor gave evidence to the officials sent by the 
Sultan that the Jews had no ground for complaint against the Governor. ‘These 
‘oflcins are anid) have received large bribes from the

‘They were captured, several of them carried into the interior, and the rest 
only alloned to embark for the Canaries, after having been, compelled to destroy the 
huildings they had begun to erect on the coast. The Moors carried off all the 
stores they could lay hands on, including a number of Remingtons, besides the cargo 
of the schooner “ Ifes,” which was lying off the factory.

Tmay here be permitted respectfully to say that in dealing with the question of 
compensation claimed by foreign subjects for losses sustained by them during the 
bombardment of Sfax, His Highness the Bey, whilst abandoning in their favour his inter- 
national rights, did hy Decroe, dated the 10th April, 1883, published in the “ Journal 
Officiel” of the 26th of that month, herewith respectfully inclosed, expressly reserve these 
rights with regard to other claims of a similor nature.

WE bave received your letter informing us that you have received instructions 
from your illustrious Government concerning the state ‘of the prisons and prisoners in 
this Empite, to ask in a friendly manner that we supply bread to the poor prisoners, and 
‘cause the prisons to be cleansed and whitewashed, and that prisoners for debt be not 
in irons. 
‘We have made known to His Majesty all that you have communicated to us, and 
His Majesty has taken it into consideration, and has ordered us to reply to you on the 
subject, in order that you may communicate our reply to your Government, and to thank 
ihe ane time for their good advice and tie intarest they take in His Majesty's 
subjects. 
Nery Majesty charges us to offer to your Government his lively thanks for allthis, 
‘and to request you to inform them that orders have been given that prisoners receive 
Bread daily from the prison authorities. It is true that the poor receive bread on 
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Government account, and that those who have the means receive bread daily from their 
families through the authorities. 

‘With regard to the prisoners for whom you ask that they be mot put in irons, it was 
not formerly the custom to place irons on ‘them; but as it has happened that they ave 
made holes in the prison walls and have fled, criminal prisoners have taken adantage of 
it, committing assaults on their guards. ‘The same thing has occurred when the guards 
titered to distribute bread, or to imprison oF release any one; they attacked them, striking 
them with their irons, and escaped. ‘The Government, seeing what happened, ordered, 
wvith the view to prevent ity recurrence, that irons be placed on all prisoners, thus putting 
An end to such abuses... If the irons arc removed there will be renewal of what occurr 
Hefore, and hundreds of guards will be required to guard the prisons, whieh would cause 
‘great inconsenience to the Government, 

Hs Majesty is aluays lesirous to alleviate the suiferings of the prisoners, but 
amassing and highway tobbers are deserving of no consideration, and the authorities must 
‘watch carefully that they receive their chastisement,

"There is no doubt that the introdtction of railroads throughout His Shercefian 
Majesty's dominions would tend greatly to develop trade, andthe welfare in, general af 
the country, bat such works should inthe rt place be inrodueed from the seaboard to 
the capitals of Fez and Moroceo, and might hereafter be extended to the towns of the 
interior, or even to Algeria ; but to establish such railroads between Algeria and Moorish 
towns ai the present time is a matter for very serious consideration both in a military, 
political, and fiscal point of view.

English and Spanish papers should have announced that he had been sent to the Court 
to seek for a rectification of the frontier, which, he assured me, was a ‘ canard ;” 

‘added that it was much to be deplored that the “Réveil du Maroc” and other local 
ELPiE Phan be allored to polish inacsarate ‘and malevolent statements, such as that 
re had been badly received by one of the Governors of Algharb, that he had had 


unpleasant, questions with ‘Minister at the Moorish Court, all which he declared to be 


untrue, and he hoped that I did not believe these reports. 

Crap that Thad seen. in, the “Gibraltar Chronicle” and other English papers 
copies of telegrams published in French journals, announeing that the ehief object of his 
‘mission was fo obtain certain concessions regarding the frontier, but that as he bad 
igiven me his “ parole d'honneur ” before be left for the Court that be had no matters of 
Kmportance to negotiate, I had not paid much attention to these reports; that with 
regard to the accounts given in the local papers, such as the “ Réveil” and others, I was 
‘the last person to give credence to them, as I had been, and continued to be, the butt of 
their malevolence, by the insertion of all kinds of mendacious statements and charges in 
their columns, that f had at first been much annoyed by their publication, but that now 
Thad become quite callous, and that when I am not abused I feel as if importance was 
no longer attached to my proceedings. 

Tadded even editors of, and contributors to, eminent journals have lavished abuse 
‘upon me, and have made’ charges of a calumnious character, but I felt so much 
indebted 'to these persons for having done so, on account of the manner in which 


‘Her Majesty's Government had vindicated my character and conferred honour upon me, 
that, I added laughingly, it was almost a subject for regret when they ceased to 
abuse me. 

M. Charmes, one of the chief contributors to the “« Débats,” who had aceompanied 
M. Feraud to the Court, was present when I expressed myself thus to M, Feraud. He 
wrote last year several virulent leaders in the “Débats"” regarding me. He was 
Introduced to me by M. Feraud, but when I made use of this language, I did not 
address myself to him, or show in any manner that I felt unfriendly towards him, 

'M. Feraud informed me that he was going to Paris in about a fortnight. ‘Though 
he did not say so, I believe he accompanies the Moorish Embassy, which the Sultan ix 
sending to Paris. ‘The “ Safer,” as the Envoy is called, who has been selected, is Cid 
‘Abdelmalek-cl-Hashmy, Gorernor of the fro ichda, and formerly 
“ Khaleefa,”” or Licutonant-Governor of Tangier; a shrewd, intelligent officer; but, the 
fact of his having becn selected for this mission convinces me that the question of the

‘AS requested in. your Memorandum of the Sth instant, T now retum the papers 
therein refered to, with my remarks R 

1 The views expressed by Her Majesty's Minister at Tangier, in his letter No. 26 
of the 90th March, 1885, to Lord Granville, must, I conceive, command very great 
treight, based as they are upon his thorongh knowledge of all the circumstances of the 
Tass, and upon his intimate acquaintance with the feelings of the Emperor of Morocco 
cat fis Representatives. towards British subjects settled within his dominions, and 
towards this Colony and Moorish subjects settled here. ae 

‘DT think that the question as to the reoccupation or redistribution of these three 
properties should not be raised if doing so will affect the broader interests of British 
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residents in Moroceo generally, or if it were probable that umbrage might be taken by 
the Sultan or his Representatives in consequence of such action, which, however, 
cannot think probable. 

3. Whether the Treaties of 1801 and 1886 do or do not confer rights of reciprocity

That the Moorish Consul here, as the Representative of the Sultan, be 
confirmed in the free occupation and enjoyment of the house in Waterport Street, he 
paying therefor to the Crown the nominal rent of a peppercorn, or 1 peseta, annually, in 
the name of the Emperor of Morocco. 

(2.) That the Moorish Consul, as repre the Emperor of Morocco as the 
successor under Moorish law and the Reciprocity Treaties of Hamet Benamor Beggid, 
the Moorish merchant who died in the year 1820, intestate and without direct heirs, in 
Gibraltar, be allowed to sell or dispose of the moiety of the property situate corner 
of the City Mill Lane, formerly held by the said Hamet Benamor Beggid, in conjunction 
With the heirs of Emanuel Viale, on the understanding that he, the said Moorish Consul, 
fas the Representative in Gibraltar of the Emperor of Morocco, shall communicate to his 
Government what has taken place, or otherwise satisfy his Excellency the Governor of 
his authority to act and deal with the properties. Any purchaser of this moiety should 
itenise anderstand that he will purcbase under the condition of paying a nominal 
ground-rent to the Crown.

Memorandun from the Captain of the Port respecting Properties in Gibraltar claimed by 
Representatives of the late Moorish Subject. 


L CONSIDER that the suggestion made by his Excellency Sir John Hay with 
ronpet to the appropriation of properton Nos, 178 and 393 both fair and reasonable, and 
T advise that a settlement on the basis he proposes be earried out. 

Tt is evident from the correspondence which has taken place respecting these 
oprtae a various periods that our Hah to them bas not een unjnterruptedly claimed 
fy the Crown, for it appears that on the 15th September, 1828, a proposal was made by 
the Secretary of State to the British Consul-General in Morocco that the properties in 
dispute should be disposed of, and that the money they realized should be retained in the 
drat te Consul General for the benefit of the Sultan, and devoted to the payment 
‘of claims cortain British subjects had outstanding against the Government of Morocco. 

In, subsequent correspondence it seems that for some unexplained reason this 

1 was not carried into effect, and the matter was dropped until the 11th June, 
{fa41, when the Secretary of State appears to have decided to make a renewed claim on 
the properties, which has since that date at various intervals been maintained. 

Vnder all the attendant cireumstances which are involved in the question of these 

ties, and in view of the proposal which was made in the year 1828 by the Secretary 
Fr’Rtate, which I consider constitutes an indirect reeoguition and right of the Emperor 
to them, I submit whether, considering the friendly relations which exist between the 
two Powers, it is advisable to raise any international question over the matter, and 
although Tam of opinion that no cain, can be pete by the Emperor of Morocco 
Gither on the grounds of prescriptive rights, nor yet under the Treaty alluded to in the 
Correspondence; still, T consider that the indirect offer of these properties on the terms 

wed by the Secretary of State in 1828 might, if the question were referred to 
Foltration, be considered a forfeiture of title on our part, although it were shown that at 
fs later period the claim to it was subsequently renewed and set up by the Crown. 

Tnotice that only two properties are mentioned in the despatch of his Excellency 
Sir John Hay, although in the correspondence there appears to be a third one, situated 
in the south, ' However, I propose that the settlement of the properties in dispute be left, 
‘as  proviouily sugested, in the hands of his Excellency, who may possibly make such 
‘arrangements with the Moorish Government that, on our consenting to band over the 
properties in the town to the Moorish Government, they, on their part, may surrender 
Thy claims on other properties. Should that not be obtainable, Tam of opinion that the 
Tot slioa be handed over, and the question which has for so long & period been deferred 
be finally settled on the terms suggested by his Excellency Sir John Hay.

‘The Moorish authorities are perfectly aware of these abuses, and they also. know 
that the United States’ Vice-Consul, Mr. Jasper Mathews, son of the United Stater”

dize from Europe, which would otherwise have to pay high duties, and transferred them 
covertly to native traders. | Other foreign officials have been guilty of like irregularities, 
and certain British subjects had at one time complained that they could not compete 
with traders who enjoyed immunities from customs dues, 

In concert with other foreign Representatives, who were cognizant of these abuses, 
T addressed an identic letter to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, of which I transmit 
translation, and we induced our colleagues (with the exception of the French Minister, 
at that time M. Ordega) to take a similar step. For some weoks all cases addressed 0 
foreign oficials were opened at the custom-house, but hea that of Inte tho United 
States? ‘ortuguese Representatives have again required that cases and packages. 
addressed to them should be passed unopened, and smuggling no doubt continue

animosity might be raised against me, whilst no doubt those who have imported grain 
would plead as an excuse that, as the Moorish Government will not allow the coating 
trade in grain, and as they desired to facilitate the provisioning of the subjects of the 
respective Governments at a cheaper rate, they had obtained these permits, and such 
plausible excuses would probably he aceepted. 

Moorish officials, moreover, are gencrally so corrupt that they are disposed to screen 
rather than to expose these abuses, and they would probably, if called upon, give evidence 
which might suit the applicant, 

‘Under these circumstances I think it will be preferable that no steps be taken by 
Her Majesty's Government, 

Ebenezer Meakin, editor of the monthly local paper called “The Times of Moroce« 
who is in the habit of filling its columns with attacks on me, of which I take no notice, 
had sent, through his correspondent at Gibraltar, a telegram to England, which was 
published in soveral leading papers and posted in the London garding my having 
refused to obtain permits for British subjects to import grai ¢ manner as 
‘other foreign subjects. 

In bis paper of the 9th instant, of which I transmit a half-s! , he states that 
«dependents of the British Legation are supplied with permits, and do a roaring trade.” 
‘As the “Manchester Guardian and other pap England lave taken notice of these 
reports, and as I have thought it possil S that some Member of Parliament might put « 
question in the House as to whether Her Majesty's Government had any knowledge of 
‘such malpractices on the part of their officers in Morocco, I take this opportunity of 
distinctly declaring that I have not obtained this year any permit whatsoever from the 
Moorish Government, nor even, up to the present date, for the usual supply of barley for 
my stable and those of the officers of this Legation, which I have hitherto obtained 
‘every year, but I have heard that British subjects have bought from foreign subjects 
permits to import grain, which the Intter had received from their Representatives.

‘and frandulent proceedings, T have to request yon to signify to the Oomana that which T 
have stated on several occasions to their predecessors, viz., that I request them not to 
‘any box, barrel, or parcel to the address of myself or other inembers of the British 
Yegation or Consulate, even if pase be presented, signed by me or by Her Majesty's 
Consul, if they have the slightest suspicion that the box contains other goods than those 
specified, but that notice be then given to me or to Her Majesty’s Const, when a person 
will ke immediately sent to the custom-house to be present at the opening of the case, 
&c,, and should it not be found to contain the articles specified in the pass, that the box 
and contents be confiscated, whilst immediate steps will be taken by me, in concert 
with the authorities, to discover the party who had been guilty ofthe fraud. 
‘One of the cogent reasons I have in urging this upon your notice, and asking
